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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The examiner acknowledges the applicant's submission of the amendment dated 
1/12/2009. At this point, claims 12-16 and 27-28 have been canceled, claim 10 has 
been amended. Thus, claims 1-11 and 17-26 are pending in the instant application. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 and 17-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1,3-11, and 26, the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach the limitation of a method for producing activated carbon for an electric double 
layer capacitor electrode characterized in that the method comprises the steps of: a 
deactivation and removal step of deactivating and removing alkali metal contained in the 
activated carbon; and a heat treatment step of heating the activated carbon passed 
through the deactivation and removal step to a temperature higher than 400 °C and not 
higher than the heating temperature in the activation step, in an inert gas atmosphere. 

With respect to claims 2, and 17-25, the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach the limitation of a method for producing activated carbon for an electric double 
layer capacitor electrode characterized in that the method comprises the steps of : a 
deactivation and removal step of deactivating and removing alkali metal contained in the 
activated carbon; and a heat treatment step of heating the activated carbon passed 
through the deactivation and removal step to a temperature higher than 400 °C and 
lower than 750 °C in an inert gas atmosphere.
